There §s & growlng senllment in
this country that no tax ought to be
levied on- what a man earns by the
sweat of his brow or by the ll:ﬂmr of
hts mind, but that all taxes should hé

Imposed on Inheritances and no un-
carned incomes.  There is something
in this. The burdens of taxation
are incressing everywhere, In nation,

in stale and county, and In municipal
government, amd the problem Is (o
prevent the poor and struggling clti-
zen from belng ground to powder un-
der the weels of an unbulanced soclal
and politieal order.

Taxatlon should fall lightly, if at
ull, on the gains of thrift and indus-
try, but it should apply more heav-
Hy to the galns of chance or inheri-
tance.  Labor, mental and manual,
should be permitted to produce to its
wimost fon frults that mankind must
posscss and enjoy In order to reach
higher levels of soelal and spirltual
development, and it cannot pProgress
ulong safe and natural lnes {f eter-
nally hampeired and crippled by an
overload of taxation.

South Carolinag s one of the few
stotes that has no inherltance tax.
Our nelghbor to the north hns o
rather wenk law, but when the death
of Geo W. Vanderbilt oceurred at
Asheville the state's recelpts from his
ostate amounted to about a hundred
thousand dollars. In New York, ac-
cording to the better' schedule-of the
empiro state, ' the inheritance tax or
this cstate would have been about
four hundred thousand dollave.

The 'rate of taxatlon on moderate
incomes Is very emall. It progresses
In an Increasing ratio as the estate
becomes larger, and only on the limit-
ed class whose fortunes are swollen
to unsafe proportions does it fall with
lieavy force.

An inheritanca,. up:&‘x!nnly framed Is
‘a just and équitable’tak, dnd wo hope
to see thin state ndopt it for the beno-
fit of the struggling citizen who has
heretoforo. borne more than his share
of the burdens of government.

school children were to engage in the
cultivation of back yards, vacant lots,
and other avallable places of small
area, they would add the sum of two
hundred million dollars to the nation-
al weunlth each year.

This kind of work will develop the
child's mind and body.

It will make
him a resourceful perscn, self-rellant
and more able to take care of himself
fn case misfortune should deprive him
of the suppcrt of father or mother.

. INDIRECT TAXATION

We had something to say the other
«day In regard to the injustice put uﬁ-
on the people by the fee system In
public office. Since then we have rend
that the sherlff and the probate judge
In Jefferson county, Alabama, each
get about thirty-five thdusand dollars
out of thelr offlces, while in Fulton
county, Georgla, many of the county
officizls recelve an average of one
thousand dollara a month and often
more,

There is no dopbt whatever that
the people would not stand for such
exorbitant salariea If the money were
paid directly out of the tax fund and
not by the cBnaLant drain of fees from
thelr pockets, If these salarles were
paid by direct taxation, a revolution
would follow at the next election and
remedial leglslatlon would be adopt-
ed placing all salaried officers on an
equal footing and glving each a rea-
sonnble wage for services rendered to
the public.’ It i5 because the salarles
voma from jndirect taxation that the
people do not see that they are belng
taxed at all. While a man may go for
‘a long time and never have to pay a
single fee to a public official, his time
‘will come pooner or later and he wiil
in. the end pay his full share ot the
burden.

Condillions here sre not like those
We have cited, Imt even in our coun:
ty salaries are grossly unequal.
Whether the. fee. system is ever abol-
1shed or not—and we think it ought to
‘be—we believe that the people would
‘endorse an Ingrease In the compensa-
tlon pald the county superintendent
of education and the supervisor., These
are administrative offices, aud _upon
the efiiclency and constructive ability
of the meniwho fill them much of the
county’'s progress and development
depend. !
